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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new issues raised in the amended claims would require a further search and consideration because the 
proposed amendments do not place the claims in condition for allowance. It should be further noted that applicant's arguments to 
overcome the prior art rejections are not persuasive. Applicant argues that Daruwalla does not teach or suggest "that a sub-interface 
value is a globally routable network address." The examiner respectfully disagrees. 

As read in col. 13, lines 47-54 of Daruwalia and in the rejection in the Final Office Action, the sub-interface value associated with the 
VPN is directly associated with the IP address range used to route the data. While the VPN is local to the label-switching network, the IP 
address range is not, and is considered to be a global address identifier. This is in the very nature of IP addresses. Each IP address has 
a different set of values, these values identify the global network all the way to the individual user. Therefore, the IP address range 
associated with the VPN is of the globally routable type. 
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
